It is stat- 
dence on the Gill ranch at Springville, where a Hereford cow has given|¢¢ that as long as the hoppers 
birth to two calves — a month apart. 


It is theoretically possible for 
this to happen in livestock, ac- 
cording to Dr. C. S. Crane, who 
states that medical records show 
such occurances in human beings, 
but he states that he has never 
heard of it happening in livestock. 

With two calves born to the 
same cow, but spaced at nearly a 
30-day interval, the calves would 
not technically be twins, since 
they would result from separate 
conceptions. 

First reaction to this double 
birth from cattlemen is that the 
cow adopted. a calf before her own 
calf was born. But here are the 
facts of the case as reported by 
Vernon and Dale Gill. 

On April 30, two Herefords, 
ready to calve, were placed in a 
field where they could be left 
alone. In a routine check of cattle 
about a week later, Dale specifi- 
cally noticed that both the cows 
had calves, 

But on Tuesday, May 27, it was 
evident that one of the cows was 
having trouble, so she was brought 
to the home barn, with her calf, 
and Dr. Crane called; he said that 
the cow was about ready to calve 
— and she did, on June 1. 

So that opens the door to specu- 
lation: Was the first calf actually 
her own? Vernon and Dale say 
there. is no question about it, since 
she had no chance to pick up an-

factors that the interim commit- 
tee has become an increasingly 
important legislative tool during 
recent years. Through its effec- 
tive use, we legislators are en- 
abled to carry on the necessary in- 
tensive research, and the extensive 
hearings which are frequently re- 
quired to reach proper decisions. 

One vital function which the 
interim committee performs for 
your legislators is the pre-testing 
of suggested legislation. Even 
when proposed bills are drafted in 
advance by our legislative coun- 
sel, their language may not com- 
pletely reflect the ideas and needs 
of all the groups who may be in- 
terested in a proposed statute. 
But the very fact that preliminary 
drafts have been made available 
for review speeds up and makes 
considerably easier the process of 
analysis and compromise. 

The 85 interim groups which 
were established to sewve until 
they report to the 1959 session 
have collectively been given suf- 
ficient leeway in responsibility by 
the resolutions creating them so 
that practically any matter re- 
quiring legislative attention can 
be reviewed by one of them. How- 
ever, the field of each is limited 
to topics specified, and a maxi- 
mum budget for its expenses is 
also fixed. 

The transcripts of interim com- 
mittee hearings, and their printed 
reports are valuable source of ma- 
terials, and their worth often con- 
tinues long after a_ particular 
group has finished its work. Some 
committees, whose existance has 
been continued by consecutive 
regular sessions, have issued lit- 
erally shelves of different reports 
over the period of their activity. 

These reports have an added 
value because they permit other 
legislators, not members of the 
groups which issue them, to follow 
progress on issues involved. They 
also serve an exceedingly useful 
purpose by keeping all interested 
parties among the general public 
advised as to facts, as well as each 
others’ attitudes and _ opinions.

the reports speed up agreement 
and final action.

below the Needles into Lloyd mea- 


dow. Probably no further action 


will be ¢aken on this road for two 
‘or three years. 

Total picture shows ads into 
the Little Kern country and 
throughout the area east of Big 
Kern river, as far north as Mon- 
ache meadow, within possibly 10 
years. 

Forest officials justify the road 
construction on the basis of fed- 
eral policy for national forests — 
natural resources of the forests 
shall be harvested for beneficial 
use, 

It is estimated that in the area 
not. yet opened east of Kern river, 
55 million feet of timber was lost 
in 1956-57 as a result of insect 
and disease damage. 

As timber gets older, it is point- 
ed out, it becomes more suscept- 
ible to insects and disease; it ap- 
pears that the area is now in a 
cycle that has built disease and 
insects to ‘‘epidemic’’ proportions. 

Concerning recreation in the na- 
tional forests (not to be confused 
with the National park system) 
from 7% to 8 per cent of national 
forest area in California is dedi- 
cated as wilderness, recreation, or 
some similar type of area. Total 
dedicated area in the state — in- 
cluding state and federal — is 
now about 6,000,000 acres.

RECORD 1,035 
POUND YIELD 

SACRAMENTO, June 5 -— Cali- 
fornia recorded a record 1,035 
pounds per acre yield of cotton, in 
1957, surpassing the previous high 
of 924 pounds and ranking second 
in the nation behind Arizona, 
where. growers produced 1,037 
pounds per acre. National aver- 
age was 388 pounds per acre. 

California produced 1,537,000 
bales from the 1957 crop, compar- 
ed to 1,446,000 bales in 1956; 1,- 
249,000 bales for 1946-55 average. 
Value of the 1957 crop was $258,- 
248,000, outranking all other state 
crops in terms of value. 

Harvested in the state were 
711,000 acres, compared to 749,- 
000 acres in 1956 and 886,000 as 
the 10-year average, indicating 
the increasing per acre yield and 


increasing total production in. 
spite of curtailed acreage. 
California produced 613,000 


tons of cottonseed in 1957, com- 
pared) to 565,000 tons the previous

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Striped bass are moving up 


stream and we have reports of 


some very good fishing in the Out- 


er @anal of. Merced county with 


fish running to 18 pounds. Also 


stripers in the Mendota area, Mer- 
ced river, Stanislaus river and San 
Joaquin. 

Many. of us are very much con- 
cerned over the status of the strip- 
ed bass in Millerton lake, Several 
thousand small stripers, less than 
six inches, were brought over from 
the Tracy Pumping Plant last year 
and planted in Millerton lake. to 
see what would happen. Did the 
stripers grow fast in this big fresh 
water lake? Did they spawn and 
Were they 
detrimental to other species pres- 
ent? Are they furnishing any 
great amount of fishing fun? 

These and many more questions 

have a fair answer for the fish and 
game department to. determine 
what to do about land-locked fresh 
water striped bass fishing in the 
future and in other bodies of wa- 
ter. 
: If you should catch a striped 
bass from. Millerton lake, contact 
the nearest game warden or report 
it to the fish and game office, 
1312 Blackstone, Fresno. 

Keep in mind there is a 16 inch 
minimum size limit on striped 
bass and the bag limit is three fish 
although there is no closed season. 
Report any undersized stripers 
hooked and released too, 

Many anglers have said they 
were not sure what a striped bass 
looks like. They are shaped sim- 


lilar to.the black bass except strip- 


ers are white or silver. They have 
the same type fin on their back. 

Best bait for striper fishing is, 
first, fresh Monterey sardines, fol- 
lowed by fresh anchovies, fresh 
clams, canned clams, fresh or froz- 
en prawns. They will also take 
live minnows and worms. Spoons, 
spinners and jigs are also popular 
for striper fishing. 

Anglers are also reminded, that 
at least one of the lakes on the 
Los Banos Waterfowl Management 
area contains striped bass that 
were rescued from receding canal
